BEDDING:  Select  a  well-drained  location  with  good 
soil,  prepare  bed  thoroughly,  adding  well-rotted  compost, 
if  possible.  Set  bulbs  6  inches  deep  6  inches  apart.  After 
the  ground  freezes  over,  give  a  very  light  covering  of  litter, 
straw  or  compost  if  climate  is  severe;  this  should  be  re¬ 
moved  in  early  spring.
